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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination of 
November 14, 2005 and the amendment of October 12, 2005. the current examiner 
notes that at page 8 of the Remarks section of the October 12, 2005 amendment the 
applicant makes reference to an interview with Examiner Sayoc. No recordation of the 
interview has been made by Examiner Sayoc. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claim 46 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Heckel et al 
(USPN 4,975,024). 

Heckle in Figs. 1 and 2 teach a compressor assembly comprising a shell, a 
compression mechanism disposed in said shell (both inherent to the compressor 2), a 
motor driving said compression mechanism (14), and a control block (28) including 
memory (42,44) operable to store compressor event history data, compressor model 
type, compressor operating limits, and compressor set points. With regards to the 
limitation of "an image of compressor configuration information" the examiner notes that 
an image is any representation of the data. The stored information relating to the above 
noted variables is such an image. With regards to the limitation which states "that is 
copied to a system master.... back to the control block". This phrase sets forth a future 
action to be done on the datafimage" and does not further limit the control block storing 
such data. 

Claims 18-23, 25-29, 32, 33 and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Centers et al (USPN 6,471 ,486) as set forth in item 5 (page 3) of the 
Final Rejection of May 13, 2005. 

The examiner notes that with regards to the limitation of "an image of compressor 
configuration information" that an image is any representation of the data. The stored 
information relating to the above noted variables is such an image. With regards to the 
limitation which states "that is copied to a system master.... back to the control block". 
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This phrase sets forth a future action to be done on the data/"image" and does not 
further limit the control block storing such data. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Centers 
et al as applied to claim 46. 

With respect to claim 30, Centers et al set forth a device as described above, 
which is substantially analogous to the claimed invention. The Centers et al device 
differs from the claimed invention in that there is no disclosure of the system master 
selectively controlling the control blocks/control systems (1004). It would have been 
obvious that individual compressors, with their individual control systems #1004), are 
selectively controlled by the system master over the network. Compressors undergo 
different compression situations and the system master must be able to provide 
independent, and appropriate controls to the compressors. 

Claims 34, 36-40, 43 and 47-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Centers et al (USPN 6,471,486) as applied to claim 46, and further in 
view of Culp, III et al (USPN 5,975,854) in the rejection set forth in item 8 of the Final 
Rejection of May 13, 2005. 

The examiner notes that with regards to the limitation of "an image of compressor 
configuration information" that an image is any representation of the data. The stored 
information relating to the above noted variables is such an image 
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Claims 24, 41 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Centers et al in view of Culp, III et al, as applied to claims 46 and 47 and further in 
view of Freiland (USPN 5,423,190) and Sunaga et al (USPN 6,035,661) as set forth in 
item 9 of the Final rejection of May 13, 2005. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Russo et al discloses a multi-pump systems where pumps each 
have a controller which through a modem communicates with a system control that 
receives "images" of compressor configuration information and then communicates 
back to the pump.
